New Introductions for 1946 


I have been fortunate in getting some exceptional seedlings this year. Three are from Jim 
La Salle. Have bought the entire stock of Topflite, which to me is the most beautiful glad I 
have ever seen; nor is there anything wrong with its other qualifications, except that the stock 
is not large. Jim complained he hated to part with his pet but would feel better in the knowl- 
edge that glad growers could enjoy one of the products of his labors. (Have you ever tried to 
raise 3 acres of seedlings?) We both agree that this is about the finest color in Glads we 
know of. 


Fabulous is one of those unbelievable blotch varieties, having a double blotch in the form 
of a half circle. Very distinctive and otherwise fine. 


Pink Charm is a solid pink which Jim aptly calls his waxy pink. Think this will go places 
because it is early and a very good propagator. 

Peggy is a seedling from Roy West named in memory of his wife who for years had been 
raising seedlings. Had a few for trial this summer and it is just the shade of light lavender I 
have been looking for. Blooms not large, about 4” but clear and never flecks. and it grows tall. 


Abigail and Yankee Lass are from Jim Milo, who bought the entire stocks of both varieties. 
Haven’t seen Abigail but it has won an Award of Merit at Md. Trial Gardens and several firsts 
at the shows. Yankee Lass is a sister seedling of Conn. Yankee with the same perfect placement 
except that it is a beautiful flesh or light pink. Bill Schenetsky, its originator, certainly has a 
record to be proud of with his King William, Conn. Yankee and now Yankee Lass. 


TOPFLITE (La Salle). A rosy pink, self color, fairly deep (not washed out) . .. open

CARE AND CULTURE 


SOIL AND FERTILIZER 


Glads do well on most any soil if they are planted in the open garden where there is 
plenty of sunshine. You may work well rotted manure into the soil in the Spring by putting it 
into the bottom of your planting trench, then covering with an inch of soil; then planting 
your bulbs. Vigoro is also good. Two or three applications of commercial fertilizer may be 
made on the surface along the rows during the growing season before the plants bloom. 
Any fertilizer should be kept from direct contact with the bulb or foliage. If you wish to 
grow immense spikes, you must fertilize heavily; your plants must also have at least an inch 


of water every three or four days. 


PLANTING 


Work soil to a depth of eight inches, or ten inches will be better. Large bulbs should 
be covered with not less than six inches of soil. The deeper planting helps keep them 
upright when blooming. Smaller bulbs should be planted not less than two inches. You 
may regulate your distance apart in the row by the space you have. Plant rows anywhere 
from 2 ft. to 3 ft. apart. Plant in rows from two to six inches apart, depending on space 


and number of bulbs. They do well planted close together, but require more water. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE 


Our early stock is taken up in early October. The bulbs should be taken up within six weeks 
to two months after blooming but before the tops begin to get brown. Even if the tops are 


green, bulbs should be taken up before the ground freezes deeply. After digging, cut off the 
tops close to bulb and put in screen bottomed tray to cure. They should have plenty of 


ventilation while curing and must not be put in containers more than three or four inches deep. 
At this time Napthalene flakes (procured from your druggist) may be safely scattered on the 
bulbs which are dormant. Use at the rate of an ordinary handful per 100 bulbs. A little more 
or less won’t do any harm and it will drive away any thrip that may be harboring an idea of 
wintering on your bulbs. By the time you are ready to clean the bulbs most of the flakes will 
have evaporated. A note of warning! DO NOT use them in the Spring when root nodules 
appear at the base of the bulb, as they are harmful and prevent normal growth of the plant. Use 
them right after digging or early winter. Stir them every few days and keep dry. In four weeks 
they will be cured so that old bulbs may be removed from the bottoms. They may then be 
placed in storage. 

The storage temperature is best at 40 to 50 degrees. Your storage room should be dry, 
cool and ventilated and as near uniform as possible as to temperature. It is well to look at 
your bulbs every two or three weeks. If they are showing signs of too much moisture or looking 
mouldy, dry them out and give better ventilation. Keep them in small containers and spread 


thin. 


FORMULAS FOR SPRAYS AND DIPS 


Thrip Spray for Blooms 


3 ounces of Tarter Emetic 

ly, Ib. of sugar 

3 gallons of water 

Mix well and spray weekly after foliage is in third leaf. Sure death to thrip. 


Bicloride of Mercury Dip for Bulbs 


1 oz. of Bicloride of Mercury 
7 gallons of water 1 
Soak 10 to 12 hours immediately preceding planting. Plant wet. Must be used 


in earthen or wooden containers. Kills thrips and is also beneficial for control of scab. 


Lysol Dip for Bulbs 
1 tablespoon of Lysol 


1 gallon of water 
Soak 4 to 6 hours immediately preceding planting. Highly recommended for control 


of bulb diseases. 


New Improved Ceresan Dip for Bulbs 


feOZeOieN 1. Gcresan 

3 gallons of water 

Newest of the bulb dip treatments. Considered the best for treatment of disease of 
bulbs but must be used with caution. Weigh carefully and do not leave in solution more than 


20 minutes. Plant immediately after dipping while bulbs are wet.
